The  v/ork  of  surveying  and  inspecting  the  district  has  boon  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Public  ^^alth  Inspector, 

A full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  in  the  Public  Heolth  Department , and  he 
is  at  certain  times  of  the  year,  assisted  by  temporary  employees. 

The  sower  systems  in  the  Local  Authority's  area  have  in  accordance  with 
the  provision  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  boon 
treated  tv/ico  during  the  yecir.  These  maintenance  treatments  have  been 

carried  out  in  conjimctiori  with  surface  properties, 

Tlois  area  being  of  rural  character,  has  necessitated  a close  watch  boin;; 
ke]pt  on  the  infestation  of  river  banks  and  culverts  near  villages. 

The  Refuse  Tips  in  the  area  have  boon  dealt  vd.th  at  regular  intcrv'-ls 
and  are  inspected  v;eekly  to  prevent  any  infestation  occurring  or  renr.ining  on 
those  lands.  This  work  on  tips,  is  also  maintained  in  t 'C  re.gion  of  the 

Sov\rago  Disposal  V/orks,  where  no  major  infestations  have  be-n  found  during  t]ic 
past  year.
